The worst passions of the animal uature are 
jutensitied by a religious mal, and the most relentless perse- 
cations apd cruel tortures are practiced fur the honor and glory 
of God, 


» The absence of the cross, the gibbet, and tho stake in 
America, is not owing tothe absence of the Spirit which would 
invoke their aid. That religious zeal and malice which nailed 
Jesss to the cross cighteon hundred years ago, has never ceased 
Wwisspire the blind devotees of authority. In the present age 
of enlightenment, religious persecutions would not be tolerated ; 
ope mean such persecutions as make use of the wheel, the prison, 
and the cross; and this pablic sentiment is our only protection. 
As it is, this religions zeal and malice does what it can to de- 
strgy those who oppose its deviliems, It is pet eager to devour 
reputation and business prospecte. Jt rejoices with fiendish 
delight at the misfortunes of ita religious enemies. 
‘This Spirit propoedsiftom that false condition of mind induced 
byya deference to the mandates of authority. It is the natural 
and legitimate oflepring of that falsehood—deep, damvable and 
maligeant—which rust fow from a perverted religious senti- 
ment 
Those most under the influence of authority are they who are 
in the controlling intluedee of their animal natures. The purely 
intellectual are inelised to think independently, and they pay 
no farther deference to suthority than self-interest demands. 
‘Tit respect of wach minds for authority is a selfish and by- 
Pectities! respect. x 
One wurier the controlling intlaence of the intellectual loves, 
can not receive à truth unsustaised by convincing evidence, espe- 
cially when it comiiets with other well-established truths, The 
weightiest authority can not supply the place of evidenos. There 
äs an intellectual senso of falsity which repels such false state- 
ment, together with the authority which sanctions it. 

‘The traly intellectual mind can not have faith in a proposition 
which conflicts with what it knows to be true, Tt has within 
itself an inmate consciousness of the universal harmony of all 
truth, and whatever conflicts with what it knows to be truo, it 
most reject, although sanctioned by a “thus saith the Lord.” 
Like Galileo, the individual may reeant the publication of a 
truth to avoid the torture, or to gain a favor, but he can not 
recant his convictions.* 

The purely intellectual mind naturally aspires for freedom of 
thought and exprewion ; and when surrounding externals wilt 
“permit, it will indulge in such freedom. But when this mind 

joined with the lustful and selish loves of the animal 
nature, it will forego that freedom of expression to gratify its 
animal interest. Hence it iv a rate of universal application, 
‘that when the highly developed intellectual mind retains its con- 
nection with the devotees of authority, it will be found, in some 
respects, to be seeking its selfish ends. 

‘That this ix <0, can be demonstrated by an examination into 
the character of this entire class of society. In every commu- 
nity ein be found those who privately have no respect for the 
foolish do of the vigoted and sectarian world, and yet who 
pablicly y and by their inflteses and money, sustain 
; ‘The motive for doing this differs in different individuals.

Tho diifstence between the methods of communication, through 
tho instramontality of external language and that of inspiration, 
map be likened to the difference between acquiring ideat of ex- 


strated that no amount of descriptive language oan supply the 
place of experiences and observation, even when the subject lios 
within the plane of our own conscious exporience. 

Thus, although we may have had a conscious experience of all 
the sensations whieh light and color can awaken in the mind, 
yet no amount of descriptive language can accurately portray in 
the mind the gorgeons beanty of tropical seenory. Let the eye 
see for itself and drink the inspirations of its own plane ; and its 
Perceptions wil! transcend infinitely everything which could be 
communicated to it by external or descriptive language. 

But when the subject to be communicated is that which in- 
volves sensations and conscious elements that have no existence 
in the mind, thes external lenguage must utterly fail of commu- 
hicating a true perception of that which is attempted. What 
external or descriptive Innguage can he nsed to awaken in the 
consciousness of the man born blind a true perception of light 
or color? To what existing element of conscionsness in the 
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diamond! There 
are no such elements; there ean bo no such until by some 
means, natural or spiritual, light, with its attendant sensations, be 
let into his soul; and if, owing to an organie defect in the phy- 
sical organs, the natural method of informing the conscionsness 
cannot be successful, then there remains but one other way, and’ 
that is, the influx of those elements into his consciousness throngh 
inspiration, 


Upon the same principle, those spiritaal perceptions and affec- 
tions which transcend the plane of earthly or natural expe- 
Tiexee, can not be conununicated to the mind, except by the in- 
spirations of the spirit. External or descriptive language can 
never supply the plac: of inspiration, no matter who speaks or 
who writes. The defect is in the means of communication, not 
in the communicator, 

For this reason Jesus could not make himself understood by 
his disciples or the world. They had ears to hear the natural 
words, but not to perceive the spiritual siguificance of those 
words. Hence he left them as ignorant of the real nature of the 
kingdom of heaves, as when be first commenced teaching them. 
He told them that the reason why they did not understand his 
speech, was because they could not hear his words, for they were 
spirit and they were life But he told them further, that when 
the spirit of Truth should come to them, then would they nnder- 
stand what be had said uoto them. 

From the foregoing considerations, we are led to these concly- 
sions: That external language, as a means of communication, can 
never be any more perfect in the transmission of thoughts, ideas, 
sentiments, ete, than is the understanding of the individual to 
whom it is addressd ; that all written or spoken language is ad- 
drase to the understanding, and becomes to the individual 
what bis understanding makes it to wean. 

That no communication, clothed in external language, can be- 
come tuth to all minds, until all minds, by being developed to 
its sphere, become infallible in percwiving its trus signi 
and that when the mind does perceivo its troth, it will weeive 
it upon its own authority, aud not upon the authority of him 
who uttered it. 


That truth evn not be taught by anthority : it acknowledges | s 
no man as master; it can be received only as it is perceived, and | i 


when perocived, it becomes its own highest authority. He alone 
can teach the truth who has it to teach, and when he has the 
truth, he speaks “as one baving authority," 


That ali disputation about the inspiration of any dus), or 
any book, amounts to nothing so far as making that individual 
or book-authority for truth. 'T inspiration of individuals, or 
books, will add nothing to the stock of truth in the minds of 
those who are not inspired to understand that which is spoken or 
written ; but they may and will ald much of falehool to those 
who receive their sayings as authority, without peresiving their 
truth. 

Hence, we must perceive the necessity of coming into that 
condition of mind by means of which the Spirit of Truth can flu- 
tminate our understandings, and write upon our afleetions those 
more interior truths which pertain to cur highest destiny ; and 
this we ean do by complying with the language of the text: “If 
ye love me keep my commandments, aud L will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you forever, even the Spirit of Truth whom the world can 
not receive, because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him.”
